Friday we ran an Action Line question 


on the school tax on automobiles — in- 


3 the question of what kind of 


penalty and interest can be imposed if 
someone doesn't pay. 


We noted in the answer that the 


judgments can affect your credit rating. 


Tax Assessor 
George 
Caperton's 


specific answer which we summarized 
was that a "personal judgement" obtained 
in Justice Court could be filed of record 
"and it goes against your credit record and 
could affect your credit, particularly if 
trying to borrow money from a bank." 


Mrs. J.S. Dill, the manager of Retail 


Merchants Association, or the Credit 
Bureau of Corsicana, said Monday mor- 
ning that she'd received numerous 
inquireis about the matter. 


"To rny knowledge, since 1948 no tax 


office has reported any delinquencies to 
this agency/1 she said. 


Caperton says that that is correct; the 


schools never report the judgments to the 
credit bureau. But the judgments are filed 
in the courthouse, he says, and they would 
be available to anyone checking such 
matters like whether someone has a lien 
against his property outstanding. 


Caperton says most suits don't get that 


far, that most people come in and pay 
when a suit is filed. He says he doesn't 
know how many such judgments have 
been recorded in the last five years, 


Is it true that policemen get free food 


and coffee at restaurants? Why 
firemen get this benefit? 


No, it isn't true police get free food and 


coffee. Some restaurants don't always 
charge officers, on duty, who stop in at 
night while patrolling for a cup of coffee, 
but none that we know of gives them with 
free meals. 


In years' past, it has been the practice of 


some restaurants at Christmas to invite 
both police and firemen who are on duty 
Christmas Day to a free meal as a gesture 
of good will. 


Is it true that last October Sheriff Jerry 


Shelton called the dogs out on two runaway 
youths 13 and 14 from Houston, and .that 
one of the boys was almost torn to pieces 
from the dogs? Is there not an age limit as 
to when dogs can be called out? 


Sheriff Shelton says that at the time he 


called in dogs from Doffield Prison Farm, 
it was believed the search was for an adult. 
It was not until later when the dogs cor- 
nered the fleeing subjects, and bit one who 
was brought immediately by a deputy to 
Memorial Hospital, that two juveniles of 
such tender age were learned to be in- 
volved. 


"I got a letter from that kid thanking me 


and my officers for saving his life — he 
was about to drown in a creek trying to get 
away from the dogs — when we got to 
them, and I wish everyone could read that 
letter, and just see how grateful he, and his 
parents, are to us," Shelton said. 


The sheriff's department was helping 


search for a stolen car and its driver. 


The car "wrecked out" at the Richiand 


Creek bridge on a service road and a high- 
way patrolman saw one large sized male 
subject flee into the woods nearby. 


"We had no way of knowing whether the 


driver of the stolen car was an escaped 
convict, a murderer, or what. Our job is to 
apprehend the person involved as quickly 
as possible to prevent a recurrence of a 
crime, or prevent a further crime and 
protecting the citizenry. If we had known 
who we were looking for, that it was a 
couple of kids, and only a car theft was 
involved, we wouldn't have had to call in 
tracking dogs, but we didn't know what 
kind of desperado we were searching for at 
first/' Shelton said, 


In the youth's letter to the sheriff, he 


repeatedly expresses "thanks to you and 
Doc (Deputy Tom Dockery, who rushed 
the two boys to Memorial Hospital after 
they were caught in the woods south of 
Richiand) for saving my life'* and insisting 
Shelton and Dockery send him pictures of 


Ives in return for one he enclosed of 
L The youth pledges to Shelton that 


he is not going to run with "bad guys any 
more'*. 


Shelton said he knows of no limitation on 


how young or how old a "suspected felon" 
must be before law officers can use 
(racking dogs. "Teenagers are subject to 
the same laws as adults when a felony has 
been committed," he said, pointing out 
that theft of a car is a felony. 


Could Action Line give me some in- 


formation concerning the school tax on 
automobiles in Corsicana? Is it absolutely 
necessary to pay this tax; or, are notices 
sent out to see who will pay them? 


Also, what kind of penalty and interest 


can be imposed upon you if you fail to pay 
this tax? 


School tax officer George Caperton says 


you're supposed to render all your 
property both real and personal, including 
cars. 


A lot don't render their 
personal 


property, which even includes bank ac- 
counts. 


The schools do tax autos. There's a law 


which specifically says that there is no law 
which exempts autos from being taxed just 
like any other property in the district. 


Since many don't render personal 


property, the school district buys from 
Navarro County a current automobile 
registration list. The schools put each 
vehicle on the list on the school tax roll a 
year later, and the vehicle stays on the tax 
roll for five years. 


If you don't pay, the schools can file a 


suit against you. There are currently 31 
tax suits on auto taxes which are out- 
standing. 


Suits for $200 or less are filed in Justice 


Court 
and 
result 
in 
a 
"personal 


judgment." The schools can't take your 
car and sell it to pay the tax, but the 
judgments can affect your credit rating. 


Interest on delinquent auto taxes in- 


crease IMz per cent for each month the 
taxes are delinquent.

seconded 
Ballenger's 


nomination and then joined with 
Mayor Youngblood and Com- 
missioner R. A. Armistead in 
out-voting Commissioner Jim 
Lightfoot. 


The 
visibly 
displeased 


Lightfoot matched in volume, if 
not numbers, the "aye" votes of 
. the other four. 


In criticizing the manner in 


which the vote was taken on 
Ballenger's re-hiring, Stewart 
noted that he does not see the 
law as forbidding the com- 
missioners from discussing city 
business 
outside 
of 
public 


meetings as long as no final 
decision is reached. 


But he added that "if a 


commitment is made, if a final 
decision is made during private 
sessions between the com- 
missioners in a number less 
than a quorum, then I think 
that's improper—I think it can 
be set aside by the courts upon 
proper proof that a 
com- 


mitment has been made outside 
of a city commission public 
meeting." 


He 
continued: 
"When 
a 


decision is made before a 
meeting time, prior to a public 
meeting, by a series of meetings 
between commissioners less 
than a quorum, 
really what 


you're doing is at the later 
meeting...is nothing more than 
a ratification in public of what 
was done in private. And that's 
what the law says is illegal. City 
commission business must be 
conducted in an open public 


Prior to asking for Stewart's 


legal opinion of the matter, Mrs. 
Youngblood said she had "no 
apologies" for the way she 
conducted the telephone survey, 
but added that she accepts "full 
responsibility" 
if the matter 


was "mishandled." 


Ballenger was re-hired at a 


salary of $17,600, the salary he 
received 
prior 
to 
leaving 


Corsicana in January. 


Acting City Manager Jack 


Russell, who has administered 
city affairs since Ballenger's 
departure, was re-appointed as

"OUR CORPORATE offices 


are now in the process of being 
moved to Corsicana, and it will 
be the general headquarters for 
our entire operations," Waldrop 
said. 


Waldrop said the "possi- 


bility" of securing 
one of 


the first loans from the Texas 
Rural Industrial Development 
Act from the Texas Industrial 
Commission was broached to 
Regal officials by the Corsicana 
Industrial Foundation when he 
and his associates disclosed 
plans to move forward at an 
accellerated pace to enlarge its 
originally acquired properties 
here. 


Expressing his pleasure at 


the assistance that the Chamber 
of Commerce and Industrial 
Foundation had been to^Regal 
when it was searching for a new 
town in which to broaden 
greatly its operation, President 
Waldrop observed: 


"I THINK THAT this action 


today (culminating in approval 
by TIC of the $150,000 loan) is. 
exemplary 
of 
the 


aggressiveness that represents 
the Corsicana community in 
seeking growth and industry, 
and the same spirit is what 
brought us to Corsicana." 


Waldrop 
added: 
"This 


pleases us greatly, and we look 
forward to continued growth in 
Corsicana. 


He mused" that the 22 acres 


acquired here late last year 
"may not be enough" the way 
his firm is growing. 


"Our products are shipped 


throughout the free vvorld and 
the expansion of the company is 
needed. Our sales have been 
expanding 50 per cent a year for 
the last several years, and we 
expect sales this year to be in 
the 5 to 6 million dollar range," 
Waldrop said. 


"And, 
we couldn't be hap- 


pier," Waldrop said of their 
decision to make the move to 
Corsicana. 


IN AUSTIN this morning for 


the Texas

mission's meeting at which the 
loan was approved were GIF 
President 
Embry 
Ferguson, 


Ned Polk, chairman of the 
Chamber's Industrial Team, 
and Don Wylie, industrial team

The loan will partially finance 


the $487,000 expansion of Regal 
Tool & Rubber Co., manufac- 
turer of oil field and under 
water drilling equipment, and 
sophisticated rubber materials 
in Corsicana. 


The 
Corsicana 
Industrial 


Foundation 
will supply 
an 


additional loan for $304,000 with 
Regal Tool and Rubber Co. 
providing 
the 
remaining 


$33,000. 
The 
expansion 
is 


estimated to generate 
more 


than 200 new jobs by 1976, with a 
total payroll exceeding one 
million dollars annually. 


"The Texas Rural Industrial 


Development Act can play a 
major role in reviving our 
sagging 
economy," 
Gov. 


Briscoe said in making the 
announcement. 


"Right now we have 250 


counties 
like Navarro that 


qualify 
for these industrial 


loans," he said. "The Texas 
Industrial 
Commission 
is 


working to help get these loans 
approved to all qualified ap- 
plicants." • 


The Texas Rural Develop- 


ment Act was passed by the 
62nd Legislature and funded 
through the 63rd Legislature. 


The program established a 


rural industrial development 
commission under the Texas 
Industrial Commission. Where 
funds are available up to 40 per 
cent of the costs of financing a 
new or expanding industry in a 
rural area can come from the 
program. 


Under the 
law, 
a local 


Foundation must arrange the 
balance of financing between 
itself 
and private 
lenders, 


providing that its own funds are 
not less than 10 per cent of the 
total. 


Lightfoot rips manner 
of selecting manager 


Reiterating 
his statement 


that he has nothing personal 
against City Manager Dick 
Ballenger, City Commissioner 
Jim Lightfoot says he remains 
opposed to the manner in which 
Ballenger was asked to return 
to Corsicana. 


Lightfoot 
remarked 
this 


morning that his consummate 
disgust with the way the re- 
hiring was handled prevented 
him from re-arguing his case 
during the meeting. He said that 
to have done so then would have 
injected the very emotionalism 
and personalism he decries into 
the situation. 


His epilog to Tueaday night's 


meeting follows in full. 


"As a post script to last night's 


city commission meeting I can 
only say that it becomes very 
easy to equate the feelings of 
the first black athlete that 
played on an all white team or 
the first white missionary that 
stepped out in the jungle and 
confronted the icy stare of the 
Chief 
Head 
Hunter—damn 


lonesome. 
' 'The point of discussion 


revolves around the hiring of a 
new city manager. The Mayor 
contends that my reason for 
voting against the re appoint- 
ment of Dick Ballenger 
is 


a personal one. I contend that it 
is her attempt at a smoke 
screen to hide the issue as it 
really stands. 


"Mr. Ballenger had nothing to 


do with the issue at hand. The 
true issue is the METHOD used 
to hire him. 


"I'M 
NOT 
SAYING 
the 


method was illegal (however, 
this point is still open to debate) 
but 
it 
certainly 
was 


questionable and was not, in my 
opinion, made in the general 
interest of the people of Cor- 
sicana. 


"Some months ago Jack 


Russell was instructed to start a 
search for candidates for city 
manager. Ads were placed in 
several publications. These ads 
read: City of Corsicana is ac- 
cepting applications for City 
Manager effective May 1, 1975. 
No interviews will be conducted 
prior to April 1,1975. Applicants

will be invited for interviews 
during the first two weeks in 
April. Send resume to City 
Secretary etc, etc. Numerous 
applications were received.

"These 
applications 
were 


never reviewed by the 
full 


commission. They were taken 
into the executive session at last 
nights meeting. Glenn Stewart 
and I were the only ones to look 
through 
them. 
The 
Mayor 


passed off my request to review 
them with the comment that 
"There aren't any good one in 
there". No one else even of- 
fered to take a look at them as 
they seemed satisfied with her 
opinion. 


"Mr. 
Norris 
passed 
off 


comments made to him in 
regard to rehiring the former 
city manager as coming from 
mis-informed people or "sour 
grapes" 
comments. 
Mr. 


Armistead felt he could only go 
on the recommendations made 
as he "wouldn't know Dick 
Ballenger if he walked in that 
door right now". 


"IN ALL FAIRNESS to these 


two new commission members, 
they have been placed in a 
position that is totally unfair to 
them. They have not been 
supplied with any background 
material. The workings of the 
commission are new to them 
and they were forced into a 
major decision before even 
being sworn into office. 


"In reviewing the current 


situation:

carried a story on April 9 
stating that

would return as City Manager 
and had resigned his job in 
River Oaks the proceeding day 
as he had been contacted by a 
member of the Corsicana City 
Commission, as it turns out, the 
mayor inviting him back.

manager at a salary of $17,600 
per year effective the next day. 


"If a decision hadn't been 


made prior to the c< 
meeting why did Mr. Ballenger 
resign? Why is he able to take 
over the office in less than 12 
hours? Why didn't the Mayor 
handle the situation in a manner 
that would not have been so 
highly suspect? 


"Tax payers money was used 


to advertise for applicants. The 
applications 
were 
never 


reviewed as the ad promised. 
No one was ever interviewed for 
the job. It was all a charade. 


"THE MAYOR GOT her man 


back, but in the process placed 
him in a very uncomfortable 
position. Wouldn't it have been 
better for Mr. Ballenger if all 
the applications 
would have 


been reviewed? If applicants, 
including Mr. Ballenger, had 
been called in for interviews? 
(Remember that 
one com- 


missioner has never met Dick). 
That after reviewing all the 
applications a choice would 
have been made by ALL the 
commission, then whoever was 
hired would have had the full 
support of the entire com- 
mission. 


"If these steps would have 


been taken and Mi. Ballenger 
turned out to be the best ap- 
plicant, wouldn't it have been a 
lot more fair to him to have 
brought him back under those

Railroad president calls Texas law unfair

ST. LOUIS (AP)-The Inter- 


state Commerce Commission 
was to continue hearing testi- 
mony today on Missouri Pacific 
Railroad Co.'s plans to merge 
the Texas and Pacific and Chi- 
cago & Eastern Illinois rail- 
roads into Missouri Pacific. 


Missouri Pacific, known as 


MoPac, already owns 96.7 per 
cent of Texas and Pacific's out- 
standing stock and 78.3 per cent 
of Chicago & Eastern Illinois' 
stock. 


The merger has been ap- 


proved by stockholders of all 
three railroads and now must 
be approved by the ICC. 


In a statement presented to 


the ICC in hearings Tuesday, 
J.H. Lloyd, president of all 


three railroads, asked that the 
railroads be relieved of Texas 
statues which he said would 
make operation of the proposed 
unified railroad "unduly bur- 
densome, ineffecient and incon- 
j 


sistent with the public interest 
and the advancement of the na- 
tional transportation policy." 


Lloyd said Texas law re- 


quires all railroads operating in 
the state to maintain general 
offices in Texas, along with 
necessary officers and agents. 


He said imposition of the law 


could cause the railroad to be 
"faced with the prospect of 
moving its entire base of oper- 
ations and general offices from 
St. Louis ... to Texas." 


Such a move, he said, would 


require the relocation or re- 
placement of hundreds of em- 
ployes now located in St. Louis. 


Lloyd also said other Texas 


laws require that claims for 
damages be settled or adjusted 
in Texas and that all repair 
work on equipment operated in 
Texas be performed in Texas. 


He said such requirements 


would 
be 
"wastefully 
ex- 


pensive." 


Lloyd specifically asked for 


relief 
from 
the 
"Palestine 


Agreement," which requires 
that a certain percentage of of- 
fice and shop employes be em- 
ployed at Palestine, Tex. 


"This obligation on its face 


requires applicants to station 
several hundred employes at 


Palestine, Tex., despite the fact 
that they could be used more 
efficiently at other locations as 
the need for transportation 
service dictates," Lloyd said. 


He 
added 
that 
MoPac's 


freight claims department had 
been located in Palestine since 
1955 because of the agreement 
and that movement of the de- 
partment to St. Louis "would 
result in substantial annual 
savings." 


Lloyd said the purpose of the 


merger was to improve effi- 
ciency and service by consoli- 
dating the various departments 
of the railroads, but that such 
improvement would be possibly 
only if the railroads were re- 
lieved of the Texas statutes. 


Palestine Mayor Harry L. 


Brown and City Atty. John 
Davis were at the ICC hearing 


Tuesday to cross-examine and 
question witnesses. A MoPac 
spokesman said presentation of 


written and oral statements by 
witnesses probably would con- 
tinue for several days.

nessee and Texas. Texas and 
Pacific operates in Texas, Loui- 
siana, Oklahoma and New Mex- 
ico and Chicago & Eastern Il- 
linois operates in Illinois and 
Missouri.

service stations and automobile 
dealerships accounted for up to 
53 per cent of retail sales in 
some North Texas cities, more 
than nine per cent of local em- 
ployment is in industries feel- 
ing oil price increases worse 
than others, and transportation 
costs are rising faster here 
than elsewhere in the nation.

Efficient use of manpower 


NEW YORK (AP) - One of 


the frustrations of many busi- 
ness consultants is that most 
companies rely almost totally 
on advancing technology and 
expanding markets to achieve 
productivity gains. 


In the process, it is said, 


business usually overlooks the 
opportunity to obtain more out- 
put for the dollar merely by 


analyzing and changing their 
work flow and improving work 
procedures. 


"Manpower utilization effi- 


ciency in most offices rarely 
exceeds 60 per cent," says 
James Skidmore, chief execu- 
tive of Scientific Management 
Corp., an international firm 
specializing in productivity im- 
provement. 


Most other productivity spe- 


cialists agree. Some maintain 
that efficiency often falls below 
40 per cent, a rate that reveals 
itself to experienced consult- 
ants in one sweeping glance at 
an office into which they have 
just walked. 


Repeated analyses of oper- 


ating methods of Skidmore's 
staff shows that office workers 
have nothing to do at least 17 
per cent of the time, and that 
they waste another 28 per cent 
of the day because of in- 
efficiency and lack of motiva- 
tion. 


Based on an analysis of 1,600 


projects completed, Skidmore 
claims "virtually every com- 
pany can increase its produc- 
tivity from 15 to 30 per cent 
with the use of existing indus- 
trial engineering techniques." 


If this is so, then the words of 


C. Jackson Grayson Jr. are 
even more significant than they 
might otherwise appear. 


When Grayson was chairman 


of the Federal Price Commis- 
sion, he argued that if the 
United States could increase its 
annual rate of productivity 
growth just 1 per cent for 10 
years, it would create $600 bil- 
lion of new wealth. 


Grayson still maintains that 


the only real answer to in- 
flation is to increase productiv- 
ity, which many people erro- 
neously assume to mean run- 
ning the machines faster and 
working the employes harder. 


While that notion might have 


once prevailed, it is now con? 
sidered counterproductive — 
actually leading to lower output 
per manhour expended. 


Price continues to fall 
Americans 


NEW YORK (AP) - Ameri- 


cans still seem immune to gold 
fever. 


In the 3^ months since bull- 


ion ownership became 
legal 


last Dec. 31, gold prices at both 
the retail level and on contracts 
for future delivery at major 
commodity 
exchanges 
have 


plunged about 18 per cent — 
from $200 an ounce on New 
Year's to around $164 an ounce 
Tuesday. 


In the last two trading ses- 


sions, all four, major exchanges 
where gold futures are traded 
have seen sharp price drops in 
unusually heavy volume. 


The recent strength in the 


dollar and U.S. stock market 
and signs inflation is easing 
have contributed to the drop 
from the initial lack of gold en- 
thusiasm, according to Chicago 
gold trader Larry Blum. 


And gold analyst James E. 


Sinclair of the Wall Street firm 
of Vilas & Hickey says the re- 
cent ban on gold coin sales in 
Britain, and a misapprehension 
among traders that the French 
government would support gold 
prices above $170 an ounce — 
the level it revalued its gold 
stocks last January — also 
pushed gold prices lower. 


to buy 


But even with lower gold 


prices, a spot check of Ameri- 
can banks and brokers shows 
only a slight pickup in buying 
interest in some cities, and 
even a waning of intrest in oth- 
ers. 


"Basically, gold sales started 


slow and have gotten slower," 
says Bob Renneisen of San 
Francisco's Crocker National 
Bank, whose retail price has 
gone from $200 an ounce in 
January to $177.63. "Now we're 
getting maybe six or seven 
transactions statewide a day." 


In New York, a Republic Na- 


tional Bank spokesman says, 


"Demand for gold hasn't been 
anywhere near what we ex- 
pected." But he adds that "coin 
demand has been very nice." 


A spokesman for Bache & 


Co., one of several brokerage 
houses retailing gold nation- 
wide, says, "Yes, sales have 
gone down since January."

FBI agent relates his 
experiences to Lions

ferent operations o of the FBI 
and told of humorous events 
that happened to him in his line, 
of work at the noon luncheon of 
the Corsicana Lions Club held 
Tuesday at the Navarro Hotel. 


Briefly 
highlighting 
the 


sophisticated operation of the 
FBI he noted that the FBI has a 
computer terminal hooked in to 
different law enforcement of- 
fices throughout the country 
which includes information on 
all known fugitives, all license 
plate numbers of stolen cars, 
stolen 
weapons, etc. The 


computer is located at the 
National Crime 
Information 


Center in Washington, D.C. 


He told members of the club 


that the FBI lab is the largest 
crime fighting lab in the U.S. 
and includes top field experts in 
the areas of alalyzing blood, 
hair, fibers, etc. The FBI has 
300 million finger prints on file 
and processes 32,000 finger 


print cards a day. 


He reported that the FBI 


National Academy in Quantico, 
Va. train agents in all fields of 
crime fighting. 


"The job of law enforcement 


is one of the most dangerous 
professions 
in 
the 
world," 


Cutcomb said. He cited the loss 
last year of 130 policemen who 
were killed in the line of duty. 


Cutcomb reported that no 


matter how well a raid or an 
arrest is planned it will never go 
exactly as expected. 


He related the story of an 


arrest he made of a Boston bank 
robber who was reported to be 
armed and dangerous and 
would resist arrest if an attempt 
to capture him was made. 


He told members of the club 


that after following the man to a 
Boston restaurant according to 
plan the man unexpectedly 
walked toward a truck where he 
was staked out observing him. 


He noted that as he attempted 


to overtake the man by jumping 
out of the truck he discovered 
that the truck door was blocked 
by a car that had pulled in 


behind it. 


He pointed 
out that he 


managed to squeeze out of the 
small door opening, jump on the 
hood of the car, and stop the 
man by pointing a gun at him. 
He told members of the club 
•that the man, who was expected 
to be carrying a gun, was not 
armed. 


He also told of his experiences 


of capturing an Air Force 
deserter. 


Cutcomb has been with the 


FBI eight years and is an in- 
structor in firing techniques and 
self-defense.

staff member. 


A F[RM SPECIALIZING in 


books-for-mail programs will be 
contracted 
to 
provide 
the 


supplies, materials, 
mailers, 


and catalogs of books from 
which rural patrons will select 
the books they "order" and 
receive by mail from 
the 


Corsicana library. 


It will probably be early 


September, at the earliest, 
Blunk emphasized before the 
first catalogs are mailed out in 
the county. Catalogs will go out 
to all holders of rural boxes and 
all post office boxholders in 


Navarro County except to 
Corsicana and Kerens as funds 
from the grant will not stretch 
to include these two, Blunk said. 


All members were in at- 


tendance with exception of 
Sidney Marks, whose ill health 
has prevented his participation 
for several months.

Blunk has 
voluntarily opened the library 
each Sunday, except Easter, 
from 1 to 4 p.m. for convenience 
of patrons. He reported to the 
board that 85 people visited the 
library Sunday (April 13) three 
records and 182 books the 
"largest circulation we've had 
since we began this program."

'Other Business9 holds 
its own on commission

"Other business' seems to 


have 
entrenched 
itself 
on 


Corsicana's city agenda. And 
commissioners 
demonstrated 


how the item can be used during 
Tuesday night's commission 
meeting by re-hiring Jack 
Russell as a grant coordinator 
even though the agenda showed 
no such item 
was to be 


discussed. 


Russell was hired at a salary 


of $500 per month for as long as 
he Is needed to work on the 
city's Community Development 
Program. 


"Other business" itself came 


up for discussion after other 
business had been discussed 
twice, by both the out-going 
commission and the newly 
formed commission. 


Commissioner R. A. Ar- 


mistead advocated eliminating 
the "other business' listing 
from the agenda, but his motion 
to do so died for the lack of a 
second, as had his earlier 
motion to change the com- 
mission meeting time back to 
the afternoon. 


ARMISTEAD NOTED that 


over the past couple years the 
state legislature had passed a 
number of laws requiring open 
meetings. "All these new laws 
were based on a very simple 
idea," he continued. "That is, 
public 
business 
is 
public 


business." 


"And 
the law specifically 


states, he added, "that written 
notice of date, hour, place and 
subject of each meeting held by 
a governmental body shall be 
given for each meeting at least 
72 hours in advance." 


Noting the emergency ex- 


ceptions allowed by law and 
remarking that the items taken 
up previously under "other 
business" could have easily 
been put on the agenda had the 
effort been made to do so, 
Armistead said "Personally I 
don't like to wait until a judge 
somewhere or the attorney 
general has to tell me what the 
law is very clear about." 


HE CONCLUDED BY saying 


that "other business" at the end 
of the agenda seems to be "an 
open 
invitation" .to com- 


missioners, department heads 
or citizens to bring anything up 
for action. "And that seems to 
be clearly contrary to the item 
of the law." 


Once Armistead's motion 


died for lack of a second, Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood 
made 
a 


suggestion that died for lack of 
a motion. 


Mrs. 
Youngblood said that 


she would like to see the 
working of the "other business" 
slot on the agenda changed to 
"open discussion with no formal 
action to be taken." 


Commissioner H. R. Stroube, 


whose motion at the April 1 
meeting 
preceded 
"other 


business" being restored to the 
agenda at the April 1 meeting, 
expressed some displeasure 
with this compromise because 
he felt the commission should 
be able to instruct department 
heads to take care of a problem. 


ASKED FROM THE crowd 


for his opinion on the matter, 
City Attorney Glenn Stewart 
said he thinks the matter goes 
further than the open meetings 
laws efforts to insure proper 
notice of what, when, and 
where, and, in fact, enters into 
"the question of what is the 
power of a home-rule city 
commission. To me it even goes 
further than this notice." 


He went on to explain that a 


city should give notice of those 
matters it knows will come up. 
But that sometimes things come 
up between the time agendas 
are posted and the meeting. 


He said that if it is something 


that could be delayed to the next 
meeting, it should be. But he 
added that if the matter 
required immediate attention 
for the benefit of the city, then 
he thinks the city is within its 
power to act on it. 


Stroube later said he thinks 


"this other business is one of the 
only places where the city 
commissioners and mayor can 
exchange their ideas." He 
added, that the way laws are 
currently 
written, 
if 
two 


commissioners 
are 
sitting 


somewhere drinking coffee and 
a third member of the com- 
mission comes in, then someone 
has to leave. 


"NOW 
WHERE ARE we 


going to get together to know 
each others' ideas if we don't do 
it here at the meeting?" he 
asked. 


Armistead replied that he 


thinks the people affected by 
these "ideas" have a right to 
know what "we're changing our 
ideas on." 


Stroube said he was not 


against the mayor's suggestion 
"as long as we can do the same 
thing," and Armistead said her 
wording met his approval. But 
no one moved made the change 
on the agenda. 


Along with the hiring of 


Russell brought on by Mrs. 
Youngblood, other items of 
unannounced business included 
Stroube's request for action 
regarding a condernmed house 
that was moved onto a lot on 
West Park Row several years 
ago and is now being used for 
storage. 


Municipal Services Director 


Delma Ware explained that 
while city law forbids oc- 
cupancy of the house, the fact 
that it is on a commercially 
zoned lot makes it legal for it to 
be used for storage. 


STROUBE ALSO REPOR- 


TED a number of complaints 
about the streets at the South 
Park Garden Apartments. 


Ware and Russell, who ended 


his tenure as acting city 
manager Tuesday night, ex- 
plained that the city had not 
accepted the streets for the 
project because they did not 
meet city specifications and 
that it would cost $11,000 to 
repair the streets and more to 
do the proper job of tearing the" 
streets out and re-doing the job. 


Russell recommended the 


city assume responsibility for 
the streets because 
their 


current condition makes it 
impossible for fire or police 
equipment to get to the back of 


the apartments. 


While Commissioner Wayne 


Norris commented he wanted to 
have nothing to do with the 
streets, the commission con- 
curred 
with 
Stroube's 


suggestion that Ware try to 
apply some pressure on the 
apartment owner through the 
Dept. of Housing and Urban 
Development, which pays rent 
subsidies at the complex.

After all, 62 warplanes in per- 


fect working condition are not 
to be scorned even if the air- 
craft are more than 30 years 


old. 


We are referring to the Con- 


federate Air Force and its 
Ghost Squadron based at Harli- 
ngen, Tex., with wings dis- 
persed over the United States. 


Robert S. Weber, a retired 


Navy man 
from 
Lancaster, 


Pa., is general manager of the 
Confederate 
Air Force 
and 


heads a General Staff of nine 
persons. 


The true commander is Col. 


Jethro E. Culpepper, a mys- 
terious figure who never has 
been seen. 


The name itself and the 


ghostly character of Col. Cul- 
pepper is the tipoff that these 
fliers have a lot of fun along 
with their serious objectives. 


The more than 1,000 mem- 


bers all hold the rank of colo- 


nel. 


Weber explains that the air 


force began rather modestly in 
the 1950s. 


What heppened was that 


some former military fliers, 
mostly crop dusters in the Low- 
er Rio Grande Valley, put their 
nickels and dimes together and 
bought a surplus P51 Mustang 
simply for the fun of flying one 
of the finest-handling aircraft 
•ever built. 


TheP51 cost $1,500. You'd be 


lucky to find 
one now at 


$100,000.

Mrs. Cockrell, a veteran of 


San Antonio politics and a can- 
didate backed by the Good Gov- 
ernment League, defeated beer 
distributor John Monfrey in a 
runoff for place number nine, 
the mayor's office. The vote 
was 55,439 to 47,287. 


El Paso Alderman Dond Hen- 


derson and his running mates 
on the Greater El Paso ticket 
scored a victory over a slate 
headed by Woodrow Bean, for- 
mer county judge and a mem- 
ber of the state board of educa- 
tion. 


Henderson formerly headed 


the parks and recreation de- 
partment as a member of the 
council under the 
adminis- 


tration of former Mayor Fred 
Hervey, who did not seek re- 
election. 


Henderson polled 26,673 votes, 


or 53 per cent, to Bean's 23,594. 


Running mates elected with 


Henderson are Arlene Quenon, 
Richard A. Najera and Dr. J.B. 
Jones. Councilman E. H. Baeza 
ran unopposed in the regular 
election.

cent normally. The Kansas 
crop was also slowed by cool 
weather, and soil-borne mosaic 
disease was affecting many 
fields in the central part of the 
state.

has decided to remain on the 
job at the request of President 
Ford, possibly through the 1976 
presidential election, according 
to sources in Congress and the 
administration. 


According to the sources, 


Ford asked Butz earlier this 
month to remain in the Cabinet 
indefinitely. For more than a 
year there have been rumors 
that Butz soon would leave the 
post he has held since a 51-44 
Senate confirmation vote Dec. 
2, 1971. 


Butz was said to have in- 


dicated to associates before 
Ford's request that he was se- 
riously thinking of leaving his 
$60,000-a-year Cabinet office in 
late June. He will be 66 on July 
3. 


An aide said Tuesday that 


Butz now plans to remain as 
long as Ford wants him. The 
aide said that "pressure was 
put on him by the White House 
to stay a little longer" but he 
did not indicate how long that 
might be.

Talking about social security 


To help disabled people meet 


the extra health care costs they 
experience, Medicare coverage 
has been extended to people 
who have been entitled to social 
security disability benefits for 
two consecutive years or more. 


According to David Helmer, 


manager of the Corsicana social 
security office, today about 76 
million people under age 65 can 
count on monthly cash benefits 
in the event of severe and ex- 
tended disability, and Parts A 
and 
B 
of- Medicare 
after 


receiving the disability benefits 
for two years. Covered ex- 
penses under Medicare include 
hospital care, doctor bills, 
outpatient 
care, 
physical 


therapy 
and 
many 
health 


services and supplies. Medicare 
hospital and medical insurance 
is available to disabled workers 
of any age, to disabled widows 
and dependent widowers bet- 


ween 50 and 65, and to adults ~ 
disabled before age 22. 


Medicare protection is also 


extended to people of any age 
who need dialysis or a kidney 
transplant for chronic kidney 
disease. This protection is for 
people getting social security 
checks, for insured workers not 
receiving social security, and 
for their wives or husbands and 
dependent children who have 
chronic kidney disease. 


To be 
eligible 
for 
the 


Medicare protection before age 
65, a disabled person must have 
been receiving cash benefits for 
at least two years. A worker or 
a person disabled in childhood is 
considered 
disabled 
under 


social secutiry if he has a 
physical or mental impairment 
which prevents him from doing 
any substantial gainful work, 
and is expected to last, or has 
lasted, for at least 12 months, or

Angus gets reduced 
rates for water 


The Corsicana 
City Com- 


mission voted Tuesday night to 
reduce the proposed Angus 
water rate for the Angus Water 
Supply Corporation from the 
originally proposed 45 cents per 
thousand gallons to the rate of 
40 cents per 
thousand 
as 


charged to other rural water 
suppliers. 


Jon Tewes, representing the 


Angus water company, told the 
commission that when his group 
had originally contacted the 
city 
in 
regards 
to 
re- 


establishing the contract he was 
told by three different people 
that the going rate for water 
was 45 cents per thousand. 


It 
was 
with 
this 
un- 


derstanding, he said, that his 
group had submitted the con- 
tract calling for that rate. 


Upon discovering that the 


normal rate was 40 cents per 
thousand, 
the 
Angus 
cor- 


poration refused to sign the 
contract. 


The former city commission 


had voted April 1 to keep the 45 
cent contract by a margin of 3-1- 
1. 


But last night the voting was 


4-0 in favor of giving Angus the 
reduced 
rate, 
with 
Com- 


missioner Jim Ughtfoot, one of 
the previous supporters of the 45 
cent 
contract making the 


motion. 


As he did at 
the other 


meeting, Commissioner H. R. 
Stroube abstained from voting 
on the matter because he buys 
water from Angus. 


Tewes declined to say who 


connected with the city had told 
him the water rate was 45 cents 
per thousand gallons. 


In another water 
realted 


matter, the commission voted 
unanimously 
to 
support 
a 


resolution 
supporting 
the 


Trinity 
River 
Improvement 


Association's 
request 
to 


Congress for continued funding. 


The resolution 
notes 
the 


Trinity Project "is necessary" 
to insure the future water 
supply, 
flood 
control 
and 


recreational opportunities for 
Corsicana. 


It further states the project 


will "enhance navigation and 
commerce" in the area and that 
"the Trinity River Project is 
necessary to boost the economy 
of 
Corsicana 
and 
the 


surrounding area and to reverse 
the declining population trend." 


The commission also agreed 


to Stroube's request to be 
allowed to represent the city in 
Washington on behalf of the 
project. Stroube stressed the 
fact he will pay his own way to 
the meetings. 


Fine and Andy

Today I want to discuss the 


two amendments to our state 
constitution that we will vote on 
Tuesday, April 22. They are 
very important amendments, 
one for several thousand retired 
teachers and state employes 
and the other for all of us. 


Amendment No 1 makes it 


possible for the State to con- 
tribute 10 per cent to match the 
teachers' 6 per cent con- 
tribution to the retirement 
system. This enables 
the 


retirement system to pay 
higher retirement checks to 
most of the teachers who are 
now retired. The Amendment 
also applies to other state 
employes. 


Why is this needed? Because 


the teachers who retired before 
the raises in salaries of recent 
years, as well as the increases 
in the retirement pay of recent 
years, are drawing pitifully 
small retirement pay, well 
below the poverty level set by 
the federal government. I know 
one retired Corsicana teacher 
who was receiving only $140 a 
month; with this increase her 
retirement pay went up to $165 a 
month, no enormous sum itself. 
These increases started on 
March 
1, but unless the 


amendment passes, the in- 
crease will stop after three 
months. 


If you know any retired 


teacher who retired a few 
years, ago the amount he or she 
is receiving is very small in 
comparison to more recent 
retirees. In case, however, you 
might think I am speaking for 
myself, I am not involved in the 
increase at all. It applies only to 


earlier retirees. 


Amendment No. 2 is also very 


important. It is another attempt 
to increase the salaries of our 
state legislators. It is a small 
increase — from $4,800 a year to 
$7,200 a year. Personally, I 
think it ought to be more than 
that, but $7,200 a year is 
creditable. There is also an 
increase from $12 to $30 a day in 
expense allowance while the 
Legislature is in session. 


I have always been amazed 


that we expect to get well- 
qualified men or women to run 
for the Legislature for $4,800 a 
year. After all, they are running 
the biggest business in the state. 
They provide more income and 
pay out more money than any 
. one else. They change our basic 
laws, even the constitution; 
they legislate many things that 
affect our daily lives. Yet we 
expect to get quality law- 
makers for a pay level far below 
subsistence level living ex- 
penses. 


It is no Wonder that they are 


fertile prospects for lobbyists or 
special interest representatives 
in many cases. The only 
members who can afford to be 
members are those who have 
another income to live on, or 
who use the office as a stepping 
stone, or a few dedicated public 
service employes. 


Let's pass both of these 


amendments and help some of 
our retired employes live a little 
bit 
better 
and 
help 
our 


legislative pay a little bit. In my 
estimation, neither amendment 
goes far enough, but they 
represent steps in the right 
direction.
